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L GENERAL INTRODUCTION TEMPLATES 



> In the report example we examined last week, we learnt a kind 
of introduction that comes up directly with the message - 
without a general statement or background about the topic . 

> This can be used in very short reports, lab reports or when 
conveying a message to the boss. 

> In general essays and scientific papers however, good 
introductions will usually have three component(s): 

1. some general statement(s) and perhaps background about 
the topic, 

2. a thesis sentence, and 



3. a roadmap of where the essay is going. 
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I. GENERAL INTRODUCTION TEMPLATES 



>The last of these, a roadmap of where the essay is going, is 
optional, and in very short essays you do not need it. 

>The term roadmap is metaphorical 

> It refers to the organization of your essay — what you will 
talk about and in what order 

> Unlike standard essay form in many countries 
(particularly in Europe), in the United States everything is 
stated at the beginning (and remember how important it is 
to identify your targeted reader) 
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L GENERAL INTRODUCTION TEMPLATES 



>When writing to American reader, there should be 
no delicious surprises, no unexpected climaxes, 
and no suspense. 

>Think of the prominent and often used American 
expression: Show me the money!

> American audience wants to see the most important 
things first. 

>ln effect, an introduction should be like a preview to 
a movie. 

>Although the introduction comes first in the essay, 
you do not have to write it first .

>You might start with your introduction template 
and then revise it after you finish because you 
seldom know everything you are going to say

Notes: 

> Truth be told is an idiomatic expression meaning "if 
the truth is told." 

>Since you are telling the truth, this is a good way to 
begin. 

>The expression uses the subjunctive case , a rarity in 
English. 

>Using the expression demonstrates a high level of 
diction and an understanding of advanced structure .
